CINCINNATI, May 12.—In the street 
railway strike here one car was burned, 
five cars were deserted in downtown 
streets, and the crews of the six cars 


were either beaten or forced to run to 
cover when the Cincinnati Traction Co. 
tried to operate cars today. 

An Avondale line car while passing 
Hunt street and Broadway was sud- 
denly seen to be ablaze. Several men in 
a wagon driving alongside the car had 
thrown a quantity of gasoline over it 
and then put a match to it. The crew, 
numbering 10 men, deserted and were 
pursued by a crowd, but managed to 
escape. 

Two other Avondale cars passed 
through the center of the city, fol- 
lowed by a jeering crowd. When the 
cars reached Seventh and Sycamore 
gist acEpeone. cut he trolley ropes, 


while a combined assault was made on 
the cars by a crowd of strikers or sym- 
pathizers, and several of the crew were 
roughly handled. The others hastily 
jieft the cars. ; 

On Central avenue, in the West End, 
when two John street cars attempted 
to work their way to the center of the 
city, a heavy wagon was driven direct- 
ly in front of them and apparently 
stalled. Before the police could move 
the wagon from the tracks, a crowd 
boarded the’ cars and rocks and bottles 
vere hurled through them. Few of the 
crew of 16 men escaped without bruises 
cr cuts. None reported serious injury. 

Another Avondale car was stopped at 
Court street and Broadway and the 
crew deserted withont a fight. 

The traction company announced that 
it would continue to make attempts to 
j operate the cars.

Henry Smith, Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Mails, Succumbs 
on the Bald Eagle. 


QN TRIP FOR’ HEALTH 


Doctor Called on Steamer Says 
He Seemed to Be Under the 
Influence of a Drug. 


Henry Smith of 5581 Cabanne avenue, 


assistant superintendent of mails, in 
charge of the registry division of the 
central branch postoffice, died, early 
Monday, on the steamer Bald Eagle, 
near Peoria, Ill. Telegrams from the 
Peoria Coroner to the family here, and 
to postoffice officials, announcing the 
fact of his death, left the causs unex- 
plained. 

Smith, who had comnpinined of poor 
health for several weeks, was a round- 
trip passenger on the Bald Eagle, which 
left St. Louis Saturday afternoon, and 
was due to leave Peoria at 9 a. m, to- 
day, and to arrive here Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

Before the boat reached Beardstown, 
Ill., Sunday afternoon, he gave Clerk 
Reardon a letter addressed to the au- 
ditor of the St. Louis postoffice, and 
asked that it be mailed in time to reach 
St. Louis Monday morning. 

Went Ashore for a Time. 

William Lottmann, auditor of the 
with headquarters at the 
central (downtown) branch, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at noon, Mon- 
day, that he had received nothing 
from Smith in the day’s mail. He 
said a package from Smith, mailed 
here, reached “him Saturday, contain- 
ing money to cover the cost of tele- 
grams which Littmann had sent on 
business relating to the registry 
division. . 

This remittance was an ordinary 
business transaction, and, Lottmann 
said, Smith might have had another 
communication of the same-sort to 
send him. 

At Havana, above Beardstown, he 
went ashore and remained about 1A 
minutes. He seemed at this time to 
be. feeling well. 

The Bald Eagle was not due in 
Peoria until after midnight and the 
round-trip passengers went to bed. 
Near .Pekin, the ecccupants of the 
staterooms n@arest’ to Smith's were 
aroused ‘by his groans and 
boat hands. They knocked on the 
deor, then forced the lock and found 
Smith unconscious. 

At Pekin, the next stop, Dr. 
Churchill was summoned on board 
and he said Smith seemed to be un- 
der the influence of some drug. 
Whether this had been taken as med- 
icine he could not say. Dr. Church- 
ill worked over the unconscious man 
for more than an hour, but he died 
as the boat was nearing Peoria. 

Body Held for Inquest. 

Smith was 59 years old, and had been 
in the postal service here more than 20 
years. Mrs. Smith, a daughter, Louise, 
enf a son, Parker, survive him. Of his 
three brothers, Charles H. Smith was 
formerly Internal Revenue Coilector 
here, and Albert D. Smith is a real es- 
tate dealer, living in Webster Groves 
while W. H. Smith is connected with 
the Government Printing Office in 
Washington. He was one of the most 
widely and favorably known men in the 
St. Louis postoffice 

Charles H. Smith said that his proth- 
er had camplained, at times for a vear 
rast, of pains in his neck and the back 
ot his head. He told his wife last week 
that he had deciedd to take a part of 
his vacation at once, in the hope of im- 
Eroving his health, end he arranged for 
the boat trip to Peoria, believing the 
fresh air would benefit him. 

When the boat reached Alton about 6 
. m. Saturday, he went ashore and 
telephoned to Mrs. Smith that he was 
feeling better. 

The body was held at Peoria for the 
inquest and will be brought here by rel- 
atives for burial.

Slow Speed Saves the Chiltorn 
Range of Furness Line From 
Fate of Titanic. 


MONTREAL, Can., May 12—The Chil- 
torn Range of the Furness Line, which 
arrived in port Sunday with a damaged 
bow, presented practical evidence of the 
heavy ice conditions which, coupled with 
fog, have made navigation on the north 
Atlantic trying work for mariners dur- 
ing the past week. 

In latitude 46:39 north and longitude 


44:40 west, with the engines slowed dowr 


on acocunt of the dense fog, which shut 
the vessel in on all sides, the Chiltorn 
Range was confronted with an iceberg 
nearly 200 feet high. The low speed at 
which the vessel was going prevented a 
serious accident. As it was, she struck 
the berg a glancing blow and then slid 
away to the eastward. 

Capt. Rea said that had the vessel not 
reversed her engine he would not be 
here to tell the tale. Bergs which the 
capta.n could hear but not see, were 
scattered on all sides except to the east. 
After every blast of the whistle qa sound 
like the report of a gun followed from 
20 to 30 seconds later, caused, appar- 
ently, by the bursting of the bergs as a 
result of the vibration from the whis- 
tles. 

“What we feared most,” said Capt. 
Rea, “was that after striking the ice- 
bere and sliding away an underlying 
epur might rip the vessel open, as hap- 
pened in the cage of the Titanic. The 
Chiltorn Range lay to all night in the 
midst of the ice field. Next morning. 
with the weather clearing a little, it 
was headed in a southerly direction and 
the Banks were avoided altogether.

LONDON, May 12.—The Daily Citizen

FINDS FRIEDMANN 
CURE’ UNRELIABLE 


Dr. Wolffeisner’s Opinion Agrees 
With Report of United States 
Health Board. 


BERLIN, May 12.—Dr. Wolffeisner, 
one of the greatest living authorities on 
the diagnosis of tubercular complaints 
and the author of leading works on th». 
subject, gave to the Post-Dispatch today 
this statement regarding the Friedmann . 
treatment: 

‘In the place, all the doctors as- 
sociated with Friedmann, including Prof. 
Schleich, are nonspecialists, and there- 
fore are wholly unqualified to give a 
scientific opinion regarding the results 
obtained here. 

“Secondly, no report on Friedmann’s 
patients mentions the appearance of any 
reaction caused by the poison invariably 
released by the killing of bacilli in the 
human body. In the absence of such 
reaction it must necessarily be feared 
that the Friedmann injection does not 
produce the effect claimed for it. This 
would agree with the report of the 
Washington Board of Health cabled here 
Saturday. 

“Thirdly, the injecting of ‘cold-blood- 
ed tuberculosis bacilli is not an original 
idea with Friedmann. Therefore it is 
improbable that he will obtain a ground 
patent. Anyhow, it is greatly to be 
desired that no patent be granted, be- 
cause such a patent would render it im- 
possible to make proper scientific in- 
quiries. 

“Fourthly, the reports of eures or 
great progress shortly after the injec- 
tions are misleading. Tuberculosis 
bacilli can slumber in the human body a 
long time without having any outward 
appearance. Hence, only expert observ- 
ation after a long period can determine 
whether the injection is dangerous or 
whfther the supposed cure is genuine, 
“Every tuberculosis specialist could 
cite numbers of cases of sudden im- 
provements by various methods, and 
these methods if advertised like Fried- 
mann’'s in the press could have produced 
similar public excitement. But in many 
cases the improvements have not been 
maintained or the patients have re- 
lapsed after a tinie. 

“Americans must judge for them- 
selves whether Friedmann’s prodsed- 
ings there are calculated to inspire con- 
fidence.”’

CALIFORNIA PUT 
THROUGH REFORMS 


Gov. Johnson’s Policies Enacted 
Into Law by Legislature, About 
to Adjourn. 


ACT FIXES MINIMUM WAGE 


Pensions for Mothers and Teach- 
ers; Labor to Have State In- 
surance Fund. 


By Associated Press. 
SACRAMENTO, Cal, May 12.—The 


fortieth California Legislature adjourns 


today with a practically unbroken rec- 
crd of victory for the Progressive ma- 
jority in the carrying out of the admin- 
istration policies outlined by Gov. Hi- 
ram W. Johnson. 

The much discussed anti-alien land- 
holdings bill, which has become the sub- 
yect of an international controversy, can 
hardly be listed amoung these, for while 
it had its inception on the majority side 
of the Legislature, all parties were 
united in their desire for a law that 
would restrict the tenure of farm prop- 
erty by the Japanese. 

Some of Reform Measures. 

The so-calied administrative program 
may be summarized briefly as follows: 

Workinan'’s compensation act, which 
creates a State insurance fund. 

Mothers’ pension act, establishing a 
fund for the bencfit of orpnans. 


ropean systems. 

Minimum wage act, establishing wel- 
fare commission. 

Corporation Commission to have su- 
pervision over investment securities 

Nonpartisan primary election laws. 

State civil service commission to con- 
trol practically all nonelective positions. 

State water commission, controlling 
power and irrigation supplies. 

Direct election of United States Sen- 
ators indorsed. 

One of the most radical measures, 
which has passed and received the Gov- 
ernor’s signature, is the red light abate- 
ment law, which will be submitted to 
tho people in a referendum election 
shortly. This law places the responsi- 
bility squarely upon the property own- 
ers and provides practical confiscation of 
property for a year as a penalty. 

Convicts to Get Wages. 

Among paternal legislation the teach- 
ers pension act and that providing aid 
for discharged convicts stands out. The 
latter also provides that wages shall bs 
paid to convicts during their incarcera- 
tion. 

Courts are restricted from fixing ths 
term of a sentence for any crime except 
murder. 

To carry prosecutions where the Mann 
act leaves off the provisions of the law 
are incorporated in an act that applies 
to intercounty traffic in women. To 
safeguard marriage a bill provides that 
all male applicants for marriage licenses 
must be equipped with health certifi- 
cates.

ROME, May 12.--‘‘The Americans have 
stiff backs when it comes to bowing t» 
royalty,”’ a court official remarked to 
the Fost-Dispatch correspondent as they 
watched the reception by King Victor 
Emmanuel and Queen Helena of the 
American commission that is studying 
in Europe the subject of agricultural co- 
operation and farmers’ credits. ‘They

by the »seporter followed. 


Name in Coat “J. C. Conniff.” 

On a pocket in the young man’s coat 
‘Was the name J. C. Conniff. The ini- 
tials J. C. C. were in his hat. 

It was reported to the police several 
‘days ago that Clarence Conniff, 24 years 
old, son of Michael Conniff, disappeared 
‘from his home, 4768 Spalding avenue, 
last Wednesday. 


‘The spot where the body was found| 


is about 200 feet north of West End 
Heights and 40 yards east of Skinker 
road, The body lay beneath a large 


Ss tree in a deep ravine. 


A smal! new revolver was in the right 
hand and a white handkerchief in the 
deft. The wound was in the left temple. 

' Aside from the name in the coat and 
‘the initials in the hat, there was noth- 
ing to aid in identification. 

Police Fall to Find Body. 

After calling up the Post-Dispatch and 
saying that his telephone message to Po- 
lice Headquarters apparently had been 
without result, McKeage, at 9 a. m. Mon- 
day, went to the Dayton Street Police 
Station and asked that the police make 
a further investigation. This was 15 
minutes after the reporter had found the 
body. 

In response to a message from the 
Dayton Street police, the Sergeant in 
charge at the Mounted District Station 
gaid that two poiicemen of that district 
had been sent out in search of the body, 
but had failed ro find it. 

Couldn’t Find Policeman. 

McKeage, telephoning to the Post-Dis- 
patch, said that ke and his son, Thom- 
tas, went to Forest Park Sunday after- 
moon and that they entered the ravine 
in search of wild flowers. : 

_ After finding the body, he said, he and 
tis son searched for a policeman for 
‘more than an hour. Failing:to find one, 
they went home and McKeage, abvnt 6 
Pp. m. called up Police Headquarters. 

McKeage said that the man who took 
‘his message seemed husried and impa- 
tient and did not eprear to attach much 


‘Keage his name and McKeage got the 
Ympression that he did not carefully take 
Gown the directions which McKeage 
gave bim to aid the police in finding the 
body.

U.S. INVENTS Tt 
AEROPLANE, FRANCE 
MAKES ITS RECORD 


War Department Shows Virtually 
All Advances in Flight Are 
Scored Abroad. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 12. —The remark- 


able advance made in the science of 


aviation since Norville Wright made the 
first public flights in a heavier than air 
machine at Fort Myer, Va., in 1908, is 
the subject of a statement compiled by 
the W'ar Department and just made pub- 
lic. 

Although the honor of inventing and 
utilizing the aeroplane belongs to the 
United States, it is disclosed that vir- 
the 
utilization of the air machines .have been 
acccmplished by foreign airmen, prin. 
cipaily Frenchmen. 

In 19098, the records show, the great- 
est height attained by a heavier-than- 
air machine was 1450 feet. The mark 
now stands at more than 20,00 feet, 
while the height of something over 10,- 
000 feet has been attained by a dirigible 
balloon. 

The aeroplanes, however, have demon- 
strated that they can rise higher and 
much more rapidly, and for that reaso': 
their efficiency in a military sense is 
regarced as much greater. 

In both speed and duration of flight 
the strides since 1909 have been remark- 
able In that year the xepeed record was 
48 miles an hour, while the length of 
time that a machine kept in the air 
was 4 hours and 17 minutes. 

The present record for speed is 108.9 
miles per hour, made by Vedrines of 
France, while another Frenchman, Four- 
ney, raised the record for duration of 
flight to 13 hours and i7 minutes. 

Busson, still another Frenchman, re- 
recently established a record for speed 
with passengers. With five persons with 
him in his machine he nade 54 miles «an 
hour in sustained flight. The War De- 
partment records show that six per- 
sons have been carried to a height of 
2063 feet.

They gave 
their address as 3949 Olive street, but 
declared they never had lived there, 
and used that address only as a con- 
venience in answering the routine ques- 
tions when they applied for a license. 

Three Charges Against Them. 

They are charged in warrants issued 
by Justice Willecken with taking the 
elder Schulze’s furniture from his home 
when he was at work; kidnaping his 
two children, Annie, 6 years old, and 
Leroy, 9, and assaulting him with intent 
to kill. 

Schulze lives at 6444 Wellsmar avenue, 
Wellston, and is a cabinetmaker, em- 
ployed at the American Car and Foun- 
dry plant. In February his wife left 
home, leaving a note telling her hus- 
band that she had taken a book of 
trading stamps and feared arrest. She 
said in the note her husband would 
never see her again. Schulze has offered 
a reward of $250 for information leading 
to the discovery of her whereabouts. 

A week after his wife disappeared, 
Schulze advertised for a housekeeper. 
Miss Ashton answered the ad and was 
employed. Seven weeks later she and 
Schulze quarreled over the care of his 
children and the woman was discharged. 
The next evening, when he returned 
from work, his furniture, his son, the 
housekeeper and the two younger chil- 
dren were gone. 

Wild Cries in Schulze Home. 

Schulze had warrants issued for his 
son and the woman charging them with 
kidnaping the children and taking his 
furniture. The warrants were given to 
Constable Schoenbein of Wellston to 
serve, but he failed to find the defend- 
ants. Saturday night Schoenbein heard 
wild cries for help from the Schuize 
home, 

He went in and found Schulze holding 
the Ashton weman by the hair, while 
several cther persons were beating him. 
Schulze explained to the constable he 
was trying to hold the woman and his 
son until they could be arrested on 
the warrants he had sworn out. The 
others explained they heard the quar- 
rel and were trying to foree Schulze 
to loose his hold on the woman’s hair. 
Schulze, his son and the woman werc 
arrested and taken to the Clayton jail. 

After their arrest young Schulze told 
the Sheriff of their marriage. The wom- 
ah nodded her approval and cast beam- 
ing glances at her youthful husband 
Bode told a Post-Dispatch reporter Mon- 
day he had verified the marriage unde~ 
the assumed names.

Mrs, Dodge Asserts Men Will Correct Bad Goverment 


President of National Opposition 
League Points Out Immodest 
Dress and Dances. 
WASHINGTON, May 12,—"In view of 
what is happening in various parts of 
the country, it is high time for every 
thinking man and woman to realize that 
back of the woman suffrage disturbance 
is the question of sex—or rather, a dis- 

tortion of the sex question.” 

In this way Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge of 
New York, president of the National 
Association Opposed to Woman Suf- 
frage, opens a striking statement on the 
suffrage quesstion sent broadcast from 
here today at the Washington head- 
quarters of her organization, 

“The only sure manner of estimating 
the real meaning or strength of the so- 
called suffrage movement,” continued 
Mrs. Dodge, ‘“‘is to see clearly the mo- 
tives and underlying reasons back of it. 
The suffrage disturbance is,- in plain 
words, a sex disturbance. -_Many women 
who are suffragists do not realize this, 
but it is a fact nevertheless, just as the 
im,ulse of some other women to take up 
foolish fancies and unnecessary move- 
ments is the result of that uneasiness 
and straining after artificial happiness 
and unnatural enjoyment, which -indi- 
cates an unsettled and an unsatisfactory 
state of mind. 


Viewed From Unnatural Kontt. 
“We who oppose woman suffrage. are 


convinced that women suffragists syp- 
port their cause because they view the 
whole situation from an unnatural an- 
ele. One morning in New York I heard 
a young woman discoursing with great 
eloquence on how she and her sisters 
could improve the morals and manners 
of men if they were given the ballot. 
That evening, this same girl was at a 
fashionable dance. She was gowned.in 
an extremely decollette fasion, and the 
way she danced and bore herself was 
suggestive, to say the least.. 

“I do not believe this girl ever real- 
ized that while her vote be powerless 
in an election, the cut of her gown, the 
manner of her dancing, and the words 
of her conversation could be made a 
tremendous influence for good among 
her friends, men and women, and thus 
throughout the whole community. 

“She was misled, as many other wom- 
en are, by the mirage that good morals 
and good manners can be legislated 
into men and women. Morals and man- 
ners are the fruits of women’s minds, 
not of the voting booth And, just s9 
long as women clamor for political 
‘rights,’ and yet dress in garments that 
are the definition of bad taste, all th 
votes in the world will not change the 
trend of sentiment in society an‘ 
throughout.the whole population of the 
country. 

‘‘When I say that the suffragists rely, 
after all, on their sex and on the ap- 
peal of their sex to men, 1 am repeat- 
ing only what men on the sidewalks and 
in the club windows of New York said 
when the suffrage paraue passed pup 
lifth avenue in New “ork last Satur- 
day. 

Comes From Sex Confusion.

Jap Competition in the West. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

While much is being said today against Calil- 
fornia on their anti-alien land bill, I believe if 
any State or all States in the Union found them- 
selves in the same position as California they 
would have passed such a bill at a much earlier 
date than this. No one knows the California sit- 
uation on the Jap question unless they have been 
in those parts of the country. Nine years ago I 
spent eight months in California; it was then a 
hard proposition to meet the Jap in many lines of 
labor, so I moved east to Colorado, went to Trini- 
dad and worked in a hotel there. After peing 
there three months I and two other men were re- 
quested to quit as there were three Japs who ar- 
rived there for work and there was such a large 
difference in wages, the manager could not ask 
us to stand the cut. I was getting $35 a month 
and expenses, the other two $30. The Japs were 
to get two at $14 and one at $16. So I then went 
to Fort Lupton, in the Greeley district, went to 
work on a potato and beet farm at $10 per week 
and board. .I was there less than four weeks 
when one day along comes a bunch of Japs with 
their tents, who bargain to care and harvest the 
crop for $5 a week apiece and board themselves. 
Of course the owner was very sorry to have to 
let four of us go, but go we must, so on my next 
move I came back far enough east where there 
were no Japs. 

Three years ago I returned to California to 
take up some land in the Sacramento Valley, but 
I found the Japs so thick I could not see where 
I would have a ghost of a show, thanks to my 
experience six years earlier with them. 

James J. Hill is responsible for many Japs be- 
ing here; he brought over thousands of them 
to work on his road for $1 to $1.25 per day.

The State of California can get where it wants 
to go by a simple, straight path that will avert all 
danger of international complications. The State 
can legislate a form of deed to real estate incor- 
porating a license form reciting that the grantee 
has procured license to acquire the property in 
point at that date from the Circuit Court, ap- 
proved by the Secretary of (California) Stafe. 

Or the State can require the grantor to procure 
a license to sell certain property on or within a 
time limit, citing to whom. The statute need only 
to “enact as penalty that no deed would be valid 
which did not conform, or that failure to secure 
license would vacate the title and cause the prop- 
erty to revert to the State. 

You newspaper men don’t get a chance to own 
real estate often enough to understand the pecu- 
Iiarities of titles. The fact is, title to real estate 
is very delicate. Let there be a shadow of a flaw 
and no one will touch it with a 10-foot pole, neith- 
er to buy or to lend money on or lease it. And if 
California said a deed wouldn’t be good without a 
license, there would be no dealing by unlicensed 
transfers; for the Circuit Court would set the 
transfer aside on the first call. 

A State may not have the right to proscribe a 
Class from acquiring titles that originated in a 
patent from the United States Government, which 
is the basis of all titles excepting in Texas and 
other parts that drew title from Spanish and 
other grants.
